BILLY: What's the singing time? 


DELTA: The next stage in her growth. 
This food will boost her energy for 
the change. 


BILLY: Will she grow up as a princess? 


DELTA: Yes. Her hair and eyes are 


already changing. I've fed her Nutrex 
since she was born ... 
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(BILLY'S EYES LIGHT 
UP AS HE REALIZES
